John Grant has the distinction of having belonged at different tir 
to the Iegislatures of three different states, Mississippi, Alabama, : 
Louisiana; was living in Louisiana at the outbreak of the Civil W 


operating steamers across Lake Pontchartrain from New Orleans 
Covington, La. 


While his sons-in-law and grandsons were fihting for the Conf. 


eracy, he remained loyal to the North and, in consequence, lost alm: 
all his property. 


John Grant is buricd in the Grant cemetery in Pascagoula wher 
monument marks his grave and many of -his children and a Llisto.
